Personal licences — regulatory decisions 


There are two types of personal licence which are currently used in the gambling industry. These are: 


Personal functional licence (PFL) 
Applies to the casino industry only, for individuals who perform any function which enables them to influence the outcome of gambling relating to the receiving or 


paying of money in connection with gambling. This licence is specific to the person who is granted it. 


The Gambling Commission has the power to apply the following sanctions to personal licences, following review: 


warning 

imposing additional conditions or amending existing ones 

financial penalty (only in the event a licence condition is breached) 
suspension 

revocation. 


The regulatory sanctions are set out below, in date order. 


Licence Holder es Date of decision Details of decision 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Hayley Walker 
under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that she was considered an 
unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. The 
Commission's reasons were that whilst employed as a dealer at Napoleons Casino on 15 
and 19 April 2014 she made a number of serious dealing irregularities and as a result made 
incorrect payouts to a customer resulting in a substantial financial loss to the company. In 
the Commission's view there was evidence to support the allegation of cheating. The 
licensee also failed to engage with the Commission at any stage during the review process 
and has therefore failed to meet the standards required of a licensee. 


Hayley Walker PFL Revoked 2 December 2014 
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The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Keith Fagan 
under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was considered an 
unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. The 

Keith Fagan PFL Revoked 2 December 2014 Commission's reasons were that Mr Fagan has been convicted of a relevant offence and 
that he also failed to notify the Commission of the imposition of a disciplinary sanction 
(dismissal for gross misconduct). 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Melizza De 
Guzman under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that she was 
considered an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. 
The Commission’s reasons were that whilst employed as a cashier at the Empire Casino, 

Melizza De Guzman PFL Revoked 9 October 2014 Leicester Square London, Melizza De Guzman falsified company records. This resulted in 
the misappropriation of company funds to the value of £350. The licensee also failed to 
engage with the Commission at any stage during the review process and has therefore 
failed to meet the standards required of a licensee. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Simon 
McKenry under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was 
considered an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. 
The Commission’s reason was that whilst employed as a dealer Simon Mckenry committed 
the offence of theft. The licensee also failed to notify the Commission of the imposition of a 
disciplinary sanction (dismissal for gross misconduct) and failed to engage with the 
Commission in the review process.

A Regulatory Panel of the Commission decided to issue a formal warning to Mr 
Filippe Scalora and to attach a condition to his Personal management licence 
(PML). 


Mr Scalora’s suitability to continue to hold a PML was in question as a result of his 
conduct in the course of an operating licence application on behalf of a client. He 
had acted as sole director and shareholder of the applicant company as nominee for 
the client who was the company’s beneficial owner, and as the intended sole PML 
holder for company. He was to have no active role in the company once its business 
was established following the transfer to it in the UK of a client database and other 
key equipment currently operated by companies in a group, in which the client also 
had a beneficial interest, one of which had held a licence in Alderney and another in 
Curacao. 


The Panel found Mr Scalora not to be as forthcoming as he ought to have been in 
the provision of timely and accurate information to the Commission and that, with his 
experience as a PML holder he ought to have appreciated what was required of 
him. In respect of those matters where the Panel found that he lacked relevant 
information, this was a consequence of inadequate due diligence on his part or lack 
of proper enquiry of his client. In these circumstances, and in light of the Panel’s 
concern at Mr Scalora’s apparent lack of insight into the seriousness of these 
shortcomings, the Panel had considered whether the right course might not be to 
revoke his licence. However, they concluded that it was not necessary to take that 
ultimate step in order to protect the public interest or punish wrong doing and that 
future compliance with what is expected of a PML holder ought to be capable of 
being achieved by a lesser sanction. 


Accordingly, the Panel decided to give Mr Scalora a formal warning that the way in 
which he conducted himself in dealings with the Commission in relation to the 
licence application, in terms of the lack of timely and complete information, and his 
preparedness to act as the sole director, nominee shareholder and PML holder on 
behalf of a client on the basis of insufficient information about the underlying 
business and its funding, fell far short of that which the Commission expected of the 
holder of a PML. The matters which have led to this warning were serious. 


The Panel also attached a condition to Mr Scalora’s PML that, except with the 
Commission’s prior consent in writing, he may not occupy more than one specified 
management office in or in respect of an operating licensee at any one time.

The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr 
Kenworthy under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was 
considered an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities authorised by his 
licence. When applying for a licence Mr Kenworthy failed to disclose, as required, two 
incidents that had occurred whilst as a customer at two casinos. Also whilst a customer 
at another casino on 11 November 2012 and 9 February 2014 the Licensee engaged in 
American Roulette and stole cash chips from the layout. The Licensee also knowingly 
provided false or misleading information to the Commission by stating that he had never 
visited the casinos. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr Bove 
under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that whilst employed at 
Gentings Casino, Newcastle upon Tyne, the Licensee received a caution for theft. The 
Licensee failed to notify the Commission of the caution. The Licensee also failed to engage 
with the Commission at any stage during the review process and has therefore failed to 
meet the standards required of a Licensee. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr Barratt 
under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that the Licensee 
acknowledged that on three consecutive dates, 26, 27 and 28 November 2013, he used the 
validating machine at Manchester 235 Casino to validate his personal car park ticket. This 
was against company rules. The Licensee also breached a condition of his licence by failing 
to inform the Commission of his dismissal and change of address. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr Droniuk 
under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that the Licensee failed to 
notify the Commission of his convictions for which fines were imposed. These were namely: 
travelling on railway without paying fare on 14 September 2012, giving false name and 
address on 14 September 2012, criminal damage on 6 August 2013 and travelling on 
railway without paying fare on 27 September 2013. The Licensee also breached a condition 
of his licence by failing to inform the Commission of his change of address. 
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The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr Giovanni 
Milazzo under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was 
considered an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities authorised by his 
licence. The Commission’s reason was that whilst working as a croupier colluded with a 

PFL Revoked 11 March 2014 customer on at least two separate occasions. The first allowed the customer to gain the 
sum of £1125 and secondly the sum of £525 illegally. The Licensee was an experienced 
croupier and for that reason it is improbable that his actions could be explained as a 
genuine mistake. The Licensee also failed to inform the Commission of his dismissal and 
change of address. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr Marco 
Giammona under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was 
considered an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities authorised by his 
licence. The Commission’s reason was that whilst a customer at another casino the 

Marco Giammona PFL Revoked 10 March 2014 Licensee played Amercian Roulette and allegedly colluded with the croupier gaining firstly 
the sum of £1125 and secondly the sum of £525 illegally. The Licensee accepted these 
sums of money and due to his experience knew the payouts to be wrong yet failed to report 
this which brings his integrity into question. The Licensee also failed to inform the 
Commission of his dismissal and change of address.

The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr Israel 

Rowe under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was considered 
Israel John Charles PEL Revoked 7 March 2014 an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities authorised by his licence. The 
Rowe Commission’s reason was that the Licensee failed to appeal against his dismissal for the 

alleged theft of a mobile phone which indicates the likelihood that he committed the offence. 


The Licensee also failed to engage with the Gambling Commission in the review process. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Arben Sina 
under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was considered an 
unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities authorised by his licence. The 

Arben Sina PFL Revoked 3 March 2014 Commission’s reason was that Mr Arben Sina was dismissed from his employment for 
conspiring with another on or before 1 August 2013 to defraud the casino. The collusion 
involved placing £100 chips into stacks of colour chips either when buying or paying out 
winnings.

The Commission decided to issue a formal warning under section 117(1) of the Act to 
Fergus Nicholas Thompson a Personal functional licence holder. The Commission's 
reason was that Mr Thompson’s suitability to hold a licence was brought into question when 
he received a Police caution for shoplifting. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Cara Danielle 
Ginns under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that she was 
considered an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. 
The Commission’s reason was that whilst employed as a dealer and receptionist Cara 
Ginns committed the offence of theft for which she was subsequently arrested and 
cautioned. The Licensee also failed to notify the Commission of the imposition of a 
disciplinary sanction (dismissal for gross misconduct) in October 2013. 


The Commission decided to issue a formal warning under section 117(1) of the Act to 
Alastair Myles a Personal management licence holder. The Commission’s reason was that 
Mr Myles failed to notify the Commission of the imposition of a disciplinary sanction (final 
written warning for gross misconduct) in October 2012. The Licensee then further failed to 
notify the Commission of his suspension in April 2013 and subsequent dismissal for gross 
misconduct in May 2013. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Daniel Marc 
Lee under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was an unsuitable 
person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. The Commission’s 
reason was that whilst employed as a dealer he admitted to overpaying a customer on five 
separate occasions. The Licensee also failed to notify the Commission of his dismissal for 
gross misconduct and change of address.

The Commission decided to issue a formal warning under section 117(1)(a) of the Act to 
Chiara Casciato a Personal functional licence holder. The Commission’s reason was that 
whilst visiting another casino, Chiara Casciato, on two separate occasions removed losing 
bets whilst playing Roulette. Chiara Casciato’s actions resulted in her dismissal for gross 
misconduct. 


The Commission decided to issue a formal warning under section 117(1)(a) of the Act to 
Jonathan Michael George Crabtree a Personal functional licence holder. The 
Commission's reason was that whilst working as a relief cashier Jonathan Crabtree cashed 
out chips on behalf of a customer who is known to the Licensee. Mr Crabtree was aware 
that this customer was cashing out on behalf of a third party. The Commission also noted 
that the Licensee failed to notify the Commission of the sanction imposed on him by the 
casino in line with the conditions attached to personal licence holders. 


The Commission decided to issue a formal warning under section 117(1)(a) of the Act to 
Adam Frank Hurley a Personal functional licence holder. The Commission’s reason was 
that whilst visiting another casino as a customer and upon the instruction of the assistant 
manager at that casino and who is known to Adam Hurley, the Licensee cashed out a ticket 
to the value of £4,000 on behalf of a third party, who due to the fact that he was unable to 
provide identification and had exceeded the casino’s threshold was unable to cash out 
himself. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal management licence issued to James 
Ryan Blackmore under the provisions of section 116 of the Act on the grounds that he was 
an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. The 
Commission’s reason was that whilst employed as a manager the licensee was involved in 
a breach of company procedures when a customer was allowed to cash out in excess of 
the threshold limit on behalf of another customer and without production of identification.

The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Adam Devlin 
under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was an unsuitable 
person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. The Commission’s 
reason was that whilst employed as a dealer he admitted to the theft of cash gaming chips. 
The Licensee also failed to notify the Commission of his dismissal for gross misconduct. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Marc Fagan 
under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was an unsuitable 
person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. The Commission’s 
reason was that whilst employed as a dealer the Licensee took money to which he was not 
entitled.

The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Nathan 
Thomas under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was an 
unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. The 
Commission’s reason was that Mr Thomas failed to inform the Commission of his dismissal 
for Gross Misconduct. The Licensee also failed to engage with the Commission in order to 
assist with the Review Process. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Damien 
Messina under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was an 
unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. The 
Commission’s reason was that Mr Messina failed to inform the Commission of his dismissal 
for Gross Misconduct. The Licensee also failed to engage with the Commission in order to 
assist with the Review Process. 
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The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Ashley 
Gardner under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was an 
unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. The 
Commission's reason was that whilst employed as a dealer Mr Gardner made admissions 
during a disciplinary interview of short payments to players. Mr Gardner admitted under 
paying a customer five pounds and putting the money in the tip box. Mr Gardner further 
admitted to underpaying two other customers. The Licensee also failed to notify the 
Commission of his dismissal for gross misconduct. 


Ashley Gardner PFL Revoked 4 October 2013 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal management licence issued to Mr Brian 
William Wilson under the provisions of section 119 of the Act on the grounds that he was an 
unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. The 

Revoked 19 September 2013 Commission’s reason was that whilst employed the Licensee falsified accounts resulting in 
a £5,000 discrepancy. All indications are that this money was taken for Mr Wilson’s 
personal use. The Licensee also failed to notify the Commission of his dismissal for gross 
misconduct and his change of address.

The Commission decided to issue a formal warning with conditions attached to Mr Adam 
Murphy. The Commission’s reason was that whilst employed as a croupier the Licensee 
underpaid a customer by £500. The Commission noted that the Licensee admitted that this 
was a genuine mistake due to lack of concentration and that when he realised his mistake, 
the Licensee had informed his manager. The Commission also noted that when the 
Licensee became aware of the manager putting some of the £500 in the Float and some in 
the tip box he failed to inform a more senior member of staff who could have taken 
appropriate action.

The Commission decided to revoke the Personal management licence issued to Adrian 
Paul Tunstall under section 74 of the Gambling Act 2005 as applied by section 128 on the 
grounds that he was an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities permitted by 

Revoked 27 August 2013 that licence. The Commission’s reason was that whilst employed the Licensee mis-used 
company funds by submitting duplicate receipts, unconnected receipts and removed chips 
from the gaming tables to clear Redeemable Vouchers. The Commission also noted that 
the Licensee abused his position and acted with a lack of integrity.

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The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Christopher 
George Chatfield Boucher under section 74 of the Gambling Act 2005 as applied by section 
128 on the grounds that he was an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities 
permitted by that licence. The Commission’s reason was that on 30 November 2012 whilst 
employed as a dealer on roulette he placed chips into the tip box even though he had not 
received any tips.

The Commission decided to revoke the combined Personal management licence and 
Personal functional licence issued to Mr Ra-el Ellinde Clarke under section 74 of the 
Gambling Act 2005 as applied by section 128 on the grounds that he is an unsuitable 

Revoked 19 August 2013 person to carry on the licensed activities authorised by his licence. The Commission’s 
reason was that whilst employed, he made the deliberate decision to underpay a customer 
which cannot be justified by the reason given and a person with such responsibilities must 
have known better.

The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr Daniel 
Lewis Harris under section 74 of the Gambling Act 2005 as applied by section 128 on the 
grounds that he is an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities authorised by his 
licence. The Commission’s reason was that the Licensee, on 30 March 2013 is alleged to 

Mr Daniel Lewis Harris PFL Revoked 19 August 2013 have stolen six £100 cash gaming chips, those being the property of his employer. Mr 
Harris also breached general/specific licensing condition(s) in failing to notify the Gambling 
Commission of a key event; this includes the imposition of a disciplinary sanction, including 
dismissal for gross misconduct within five days, or as soon as reasonably practicable after 
the licensee becomes aware of the events’ occurrence. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal management licence issued to Mr Pierre 
Maurice Jean Coulon under section 74 of the Gambling Act 2005 as applied by section 128 
on the grounds that he is an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities authorised 
by his licence. The Commission’s reason was that whilst employed as a Director, he was 

Revoked 1 August 2013 dismissed as a result of his conduct on 30 January 2013 when it was alleged he dishonestly 
assisted a customer to win in excess of £500 she was not entitled to. The Licensee did this 
by inputting incorrect winning numbers on electronic roulette. Subsequently on 21 June 
2013 the Licensee pleaded guilty to theft at Blackpool Magistrates Court. The Licensee 
also failed to advise the Commission of his dismissal and change of address.

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The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr Ashley 
Gordon under section 74 of the Gambling Act 2005 as applied by section 128 on the 
grounds that he is an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities authorised by his 

Mr Ashley Gordon PFL Revoked 29 July 2013 licence. The Commission’s reason was that Mr Gordon did not follow company cash 
handling procedures and his actions compromised the integrity of chip and money handling 
procedures. The Licensee also failed to notify the Commission of his dismissal for gross 
misconduct and his change of address. 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr Alan 
Hunter under section 74 of the Gambling Act 2005 as applied by section 128 on the 
grounds that he is an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities authorised by his 
licence. The reason was that Mr Hunter stole two £25 chips from his employer on 18 
November 2012. It was also noted that Mr Hunter left the building before the police could 
speak to him regarding the allegations, which he later admitted to. 


Mr Alan Hunter PFL Revoked 17 June 2013 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal management licence issued to Mr 
Stewart Steel under section 74 of the Gambling Act 2005 (“the Act) under the provisions of 
section 128 of the Act on the grounds that he is unsuitable to carry on the licensed activities 

Revoked 6 June 2013 permitted by that licence. The reason for the decision was that during the course of his 
employment as a Gaming Team Manager, Mr Steel admitted to stealing monies of an 
undetermined value. In addition Mr Steel breached a condition of his licence by failing to 
inform the Commission of his dismissal for gross misconduct. 


Mr Stewart Steel 


The Commission decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Mr Andrew 
Paul Krager under section 74 of the Gambling Act 2005 as applied by section 128 on the 
grounds that he was an unsuitable person to carry on the licensed activities authorised by 

PFL Revoked 20 February 2013 his licence. The reason given was that Mr Krager had received a fixed penalty notice from 
Northumbria Constabulary in connection with an offence of theft which he subsequently 
admitted. It was noted that the Licensee was dismissed for gross misconduct and breached 
a condition of his licence by failing to inform the Commission of his dismissal.

William Reardon under section 74 of the Gambling Act 2005 as applied by section 128 on 
the grounds that he is unsuitable to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence.

A Commission Director decided to issue a formal warning with conditions attached to Mr 
Matthew Allan James. It was noted that the Licensee’s suitability to hold a licence was in 
question as a result of highlighting a number of alleged breaches of general and specific 
licence conditions and social responsibility codes of practice. It was noted that the 
Licensee’s conduct was inconsistent with ordinary code provision under the LCCP and that 
he conducted licensed activities in a manner which was inconsistent with the licensing 
objectives.

A Commission Director decided to issue a formal warning with conditions attached to Mr 
Nicholas Capewell. It was noted that the Licensee’s suitability to hold a licence was in 
question as a result of highlighting a number of alleged breaches of general and specific 
licence conditions and social responsibility codes of practice. It was noted that the 
Licensee’s conduct was inconsistent with ordinary code provision under the LCCP and that 
he conducted licensed activities in a manner which was inconsistent with the licensing 
objectives. The Licensee’s acceptance of a warning and attached conditions was noted. 
The terms of the conditions are: 

The Licensee must complete training to ensure he has a good understanding of the 
relevant requirements of the Gambling Act 2005 (‘the Act’) and the Licence Conditions and 
Codes of Practice (‘LCCP’) and must supply documentary evidence to support this by 1 
June 2013. The Licensee should be able to demonstrate knowledge of the Act and LCCP to 
the Commission at an assessment which will take place in June 2013. 


A Commission Director decided to revoke the Personal functional licence issued to Thomas 
John Burke under section 74 of the Gambling Act 2005 as applied by section 128 on the 
grounds that he was unsuitable to carry on the licensed activities permitted by that licence. 
The Director's reason was that the Licensee was dismissed for gross misconduct following 
two alleged incidents of collusion with customers, which was later admitted to. He also 
omitted to inform the Commission of his dismissal

A Regulatory Panel of the Commission decided to issue a formal warning to Mr Nicholas 
Hawkins for the reason that, during the time that Mr Hawkins was the Legal Director of the 
Danoptra Group of companies having primary responsibility for regulatory compliance, two 
subsidiaries in the Group carried on gaming machine supply businesses for a significant 
period of time without relevant operating licences being in place. In one case this appears 
to have been a consequence of inadvertence which the existence of appropriate systems 
ought to have prevented. In the other no licence application was made in circumstances 
where the evidence strongly suggests Mr Hawkins was, or certainly ought to have been, 
aware that a licence was required but delayed submitting an application for reasons which, 
he now accepts, did not justify that delay. The carrying out of licensable activities without an 
operating licence being in place was a serious omission. Mr Hawkins’ failures adequately to 
draw to the attention of Danoptra senior management the need for such licences and to 
communicate clearly to the Commission that (in one case) operations were under way as 
opposed to intended in the future were also serious omissions. In these respects Mr 
Hawkins’ conduct fell short of what the Commission expects from a PML holder with 
responsibility for regulatory compliance. However, the Regulatory Panel acknowledged that 
Mr Hawkins had co-operated fully with the Commission during the review process and was 
mindful both of his previous good record and unreserved apology for what had occurred. In 
the circumstances, no more serious sanction was considered necessary or appropriate.
